bers of Congress found no spe- 
cific fault with President Eisen- 
hower’s inaugural address. 

The atmosphere was different 
from that usually attending the 
speech of a president. Partisan- 
ship seemed to fade away. Even 
some Democrats called the ad- 
dress ‘‘magnificent.”’ 

The address hit a note that: ap- 


prominent member of the Senate

augural address no less than 
‘‘magnificent.”” It was couched, 
he said, ‘in the highest terms” 
and set forth principles with 
which no one could find fault.

Assuming his duties as President of 
the United States for a second term, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower’s inaugural ad- 
dress was inspiring and filled with patri- 
otism. It was in the best tradition of such 
speeches—designed to renew the people's 
faith in. America and its leadership. 


As he so clearly pointed out, the great 
task of the United States today is to lead 
because only if we are willing to accept 
the responsibility of the power we hold 
can freedom and this nation survive. 


The President was right in making 
peace the main theme of his address. 


The United States indeed is in one of 
its periods of greatest domestic progress.

Because of this, his an- 
nounced task of building a “new Republi- 
canism” will be doubly difficult. The 
jockeying for power within the GOP al- 
ready has begun. 


But President Eisenhower has one 
great advantage. His personal popularity 
is at its peak. He has greater strength 
with the people than either of the parties. 
The people have given him and his pro- 
gram a mandate. They have asked him 
to exercise the leadership which he was 
reluctant to accept during his first term. 


The President has the power to de- 


feat the McCarthys and others of the Old : 


Guard who would stand in his way. And 
that is what the people have said they 
want. 

The nation joins in prayer that the 
objectives of peace and continued progress 
which Mr. Fisenhower has set as the ob- 
jectives of his second term will be real- 
ized. And for the President himself, 
there is a great affection, prayers for good 
health. and a successful second -adminis- 
tration.

Sentiment is building up in the Gen- 
eral Assembly for ending the legal farce 
which places a $25,000 ceiling on cam- 
paign expenditures. How it has been per- 
mitted-to stay on the books this long is 
beyond belief. 

“The present law is making liars out 
of many politicians,’ said Rep. Frank 
Twitty of Mitchell County yesterday.

The only office seeker, in fact, who we 
can recall telling the truth is Claude 
Blount, chosen chairman of the DeKalb 
County Commission last year.

It appears doubtful that any legal 
limit on campaign expenditures ever can 
be effective. There are too many ways 
to dodge regulation. It goes without 
question that the present law is unwork- 
able and unrealistic. It ought to be re- 
pealed. Besides, most politicians have 
enough on their consciences without this 
added burden.

Let’s End This Bickering 
And Build Hartwell Dam 


Clemson College and completion of 
the Hartwell Dam are both important to 
the general welfare of the South. 


Due to a belated protest over some of 
Clemson’s land that would be flooded by 
the reservoir, work on the dam has halted 
and no appropriation was included in the 
President’s budget. 

It is difficult to understand why pro- 
tests, if they were to be made, were de- 
layed until more than five million dollars 
was spent on the project and seven mil- 
lion more obligated; 90 per cent of the 
earthen portions finished and highway re- 
locations partly completed. 

Conferences and correspondence con- 
cerning the dam began in 1949. Clemson 
officials in 1952 and 1953 received draw- 
ings showing where the water line 
would lie. The protest was not filed until 
June, 1956. 

Meanwhile, the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers proceeded on the theory that in the 
absence of protests there would be no ma- 
jor obstacle. This assumption took too 
much for granted. A firm agreement 
concerning the land should have been 
worked out with Clemson years ago. 

Hartwell Dam still can be salvaged. A 
feasible compromise must be worked out. 
One suggestion advanced by Clemson is 
to lower the dam 50 feet so as not to back 
water up on college lands. Among the 
questions arising, however, is whether or 
not the lower dam level would accom- 
plish the purposes of the project as ef- 
fectively as would the higher level. 

Another proposal that has been ad- 
vanced is to pay the college “in full” for 
lands that would be flooded. Other sug- 
gestions are being studied. 

Regardless of which plan is adopted, 
it is imperative that leaders on both sides 
of the issue work together in a spirit of 
cooperation and arrive at a just solution.

Highway Safety Legislation 
Is Matter of Life and Death 


The matter of highway safety in Georgia brought recom- 
mendations in Gov. Marvin Griffin’s ‘State of the State’’ report that 
ought to have the serious considgration of the General Assembly. 


The governor declared ‘‘one sub- 
ject of deep concern to me during 
the past year has been the tragic 
carnage on our streets and high- 
ways,’’ and he said that ‘‘there are 
two approaches to greater highway 
safety — education and _  enforce- 
ment.”’ 


Georgia, said Gov. Griffin, ‘“‘is 
doing the best job possible on both 
counts, but much remains to be 
done.”’ 


He declared that while the num- 
ber of deaths each year from traf- 
fic accidents has increased in 
Georgia and throughout the coun- 
try, the loss of life per number of 
vehicle miles traveled in this state 
has shown a steady decline. 

Gov. Griffin pointed out, how- 
ever, that inasmuch as there are 
more vehicles, ““‘We must be alert 
continuously to meet this ever- 
growing problem of dangerous 
congestion.’”” He 
broad action “‘to obtain safer con- 


ditions on our highways all down’ 


the line.” 

As the governor concluded the 
reading of the seventh point in his 
highway safety program, applause 
came from the legislators. 

» The Enquirer hopes most sin- 
cerely that the Legislature will 
give earnest consideration to the 
seven-point recommendation made 
by Gov. Griffin on the question of 
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recommended - 


highway safety. The time has come 
—and there is no doubt about it— 
to deal in drastic manner with the 
problem that confronts Georgians, 
along with the American people 
generally. 

The need of proper engineering 
in the construction of highways 
goes without saying. This brings 


us, to the second point outlined by. 


Gov. Griffin, and it seems to us 
that it should be put into effect 
without delay.

Griffin as a must 
for all high schools in Georgia. 

It is gratifying to note that Gov.

When Mullen was discharged from the service in 1946, he 
was far more interested in Bing Crosby, Frank Sinatra and 
citizens of that ilk, than in Joe DiMaggio, Warren Spahn and 
members of the baseball fraternity, 

A couple of Mullen’s songs were published, but no one but 
Mullen sang them. There were a few bookings around Boston as a 
crooner, but Tin Pan Alley began to look like a,one-way street 
to him. 

So he went to work as a secretary for Joe Maney, a business 
associate of Lou Perini, who also happened to own the Braves. 
Then, one day in 1947, an acute help shortage developed in the 
Braves’ front office. Mullen was called in as a pinch-typer. He 
never left.

“One season as an outfielder for Calais (Maine) high school 
represented my entire baseball experience before I joined the 
Braves,’’ Mullen reminisced Monday. ‘‘But I liked the work and, 
fortunately. they liked me. > 

“I spent most of my time helping farm director Harry Jenkins. 
When Jenkins quit baseball to enter business, I operated the farm 
system, with the help of John Quinn.” 

Quinn, who had been in Mullen’s corner all the way, made it 
official in 1953, and he has never regretted his choice. 

“Mullen is one of the most remarkable men in the business,’’ 
Atlanta owner Earl Mann praised recently. ‘‘He has been con- 
nected with the game only 10 years, and he knows more about it 
than a lot of guys who have devoted their entire lives to it.’’ 

Yesterday doesn’t count in sports, however, so the most 
interesting on concerning Mr. Mullen from an Atlanta 
viewpoint is 7. 

“You can’t ever tell in this game,’’ Mullen replied. ‘‘I thought

Clemson will apply to the Atomic Energy Commission on 
a continuing basis for grants totaling $350,000, the maxfmum 
permitted any one institution by current government regula- 
tions.

Modernize Evangelism To Reach Masses, 


Dr. McClain Tells Baptist Conference 


An Atlanta minister Monday 
night suggested a new approach 
to evangelism. , 


Dr. Roy O. McClain, pastor of 
the First Baptist Church, said: 
‘“‘We cannot reach the masses at 
this midmark of the 20th century 
with 19th century methods of 
evangelism that are being used 
predominantly today.” ' 

Speaking to 1,500 ministers and 


their wives at the annual Georgia 
Baptist Evangelistic Conference 
at Decatur’s First Baptist 
Church, Dr. McClain cited five 
shortcomings: 

‘1. The trend of thought that 
offers conversion as a panacea 
for all problems. 


‘2. Evangelism that offers little 
in social dynamics. 

3. An evangelism that often 
minimizes the personal approach 
in lieu of appeal to the masses. 

‘4, An evangelism that appeals 
only to the emotions and ignores 
the total person.. 

“5. An evangelism that does 
not relate its converts to an es- 
tablished church. 

Earlier, Dr. Leonard Sander- 
son, secretary of the Department 
of Evangelism of the Southern 
Baptist Convention, said an evan- 
gelistic program must begin with 
a pastor who preaches a ‘‘Bible- 
centered message,’’ backed up by 
prayer. 


Also speaking at the Monday 


meeting were Dr. Dale Moody, 
professor at the Southern Baptist 
Theological Seminary. 

He told the group that ‘‘too 
many preachers are preaching a 
turn-the-page religion . . . but too 
cften one dirty page is turned 
only to uncover another dirty 
page. We need to preach to our 
people to turn their complete 
selves over to the Lord.’’ 

The conference goes into its 
second day Tuesday with a forum 
on ‘‘Year-Round Evangelism’’ to 
be led by Dr. Sanderson. Dr. 
Moody will speak at 11:15 a.m. 
and at 7:15 p.m. Tuesday. The 
conference continues’ through 
Wednesday noon.

What would he do about easing 
the way for the innocent infant 
who must bear the stigma of 
illegitimacy? 

Supervisors of homes .for un- 
wed mothers will tell you that 
practically all of the girls who 
come to them are good girls, 
misguided girls who have made 
a mistake, but good girls never- 
theless. 

Bad girls, they say, seldom 
become so involved because they 
know how to avoid it.

Now they've returned to the old idea that they can legis- 
late against sin! 


Rep. Jack Ray, the extremely able gentleman from Warren 
County, has introduced a bill with the blessings of Welfare Direc- 


tor Alan Kemper which aims commendably enough at cutting 


down the number of dependent children in Georgia. I say it’s a 
commendable aim because anything that abolishes poverty and 
need is good. But the funny thing is that this bill aims to do away 
with hungry, needy childrén by making it against the law for a 
woman to have a baby unless she’s got a husband to support it! 


The idea is that if this bill is passed every girl in Georgia 
is going to stay out of trouble because she fears 18 months in 
jail or a $2,000 fine! 


It’s a sweet thought, but it isn’t practical. The old-fashioned 
shotgun which was supposed to protect young maidens from such 
a fate was much more practical—and it hasn’t seemed to work 
either, according to the welfare department's figures on illegiti- 
macy. 


It’s too bad you can’t pass a law and hold up fear of punish 
ment to keep lonely, troubled youngsters from seeking illicit love. 
It’s too bad illegitimacy isn’t a clear-cut evil that can be felled 


with one blow of the legislative ax. But like most troubles be- | 


setting the human race it’s more complicated than that. 


And passing a law making a girl punishable by a fine and 
imprisonment when she goes to the welfare department looking 
for bread for her fatherless baby seems to me to be the most 
arrant form of cruelty. 


The welfare director’s idea that any woman would delib- 
erately and with:-avarice aforethought have a baby to get 
federal and state money is pretty farfetched. In the first place, 
it doesn’t pay that well. Standards of living would have to be 
desperately low for a woman to consider it profitable to go 


“through the pain and travail of baby-having and child-rearing | 
(That’s $32 for the first child 


for a grand total of $55 a month. 
and $23 for herself with $23 for each additional child, up to a 
maximum of $124.) If standards are that low in some parts of our 
state, if living is that precarious, maybe we better look for cor- 
rective measures for that evil instead of for baby-having. 

There are all sorts of things about this bill to alarm the 
citizen. One thing is that it plainly is discriminatory legislation— 
hitting against the poor alone. (A girl can have any number of 
illegitimate babies if she has the money to support them, ac- 
cording to this bill.) It also would make use of welfare records, 
which are supposedly confidential, in prosecuting a client. 


As it now stands a woman seeking Aid to Dependent Child- 
ren has to exhaust all legal recourse to get support from her 
children’s father either wed or unwed, before she can become 
eligible for assistance. Under Mr. Ray’s bill she would be cut 
off from all help—not only the state and county money, which 
is but 25 per cent of the total, but that coming from the federal 
government too. 


She might as well be branded with a scarlet letter and stoned 
in the street. The one touch of poetic justice about it is that 
when a woman is thrown in jail to serve her 18-month sentence,
